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A  SMALL  HOARD  OF  PARTHIAN  DRACHMS 
OF  THE  FIRST  CENTURY  B.C.

Through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  (and  in  particular  of  Mr.  David 
Sear),  I  am  able  to  publish  details  of  a  hoard  or,  more  probably,  part  of  a  hoard,  of 
Parthian  drachms  which  they  recently  acquired.  Mr.  Brian  Grover  has  also  generously 
permitted  me  to  include  particulars  of  several  others  which  he  had  purchased  prior 
to  the  hoard’s  coming  to  my  notice.  A  few  more  had  been  sold  to  other  collectors, 
but  I  am  assured  by  Mr.  Sear  that  none  of  them  was  of  a  type  not  represented 
amongst  those  which  I  now  describe.  There  is  no  information  as  to  where  they  were 
found,  or  when. 

Type  1. 

Obv.  Diademed  bust  of  king  left,  with  medium  beard  and  neck-length  hair  “turned 
under”  at  the  ends,  revealing  the  ear. 

Rev.  Archer  seated  right  on  omphalos  or  throne,  holding  bow.  Around  him  a 
four-line  legend:  BALIAEQZ  MEEAAOY  APIAKOY  Ell  UP  AN  O  YE.

2  specimens  (one  illustrated,  3.94  gms.,  die  axis  10  ).  (Facing  Plate)

Variety.

Discussion. 

All  the  coins  had  apparently  been  cleaned  of  some  type  of  grey  mud,  traces  of 
which  still  adhered  to  a  few  of  them.  Several  had  green  corrosion  patches,  parts  of 
which  remain.  These  facts  tend  to  confirm  that  the  coins  all  formed  part  of  one 
hoard;  however,  there  is  no  indication  of  how  large  the  original  find  might  have  been. 

Type  1. 

The  two  specimens  of  this  type  were  the  most  worn;  this  was  to  be  expected 
since  they  are  the  earliest.  The  B.M.C.  attribution,  to  Mithradates  II,  novel  when 
it  was  made  in  1903,  was  proved  by  another  hoard  (see  Newell,  Numismatic  Chronicle , 
1924,  162).  The  discovery  of  dated  cuneiform  tablets  shows  further  that  Mithradates 
assumed  the  title  ‘king  of  kings’  about  109  b.c.,  prior  to  which  date  these  coins  must 
have  been  struck. 

Type  2. 

This  class  is  one  of  the  most  common  of  the  whole  Parthian  coinage.  The  hoard 
coins  were,  if  anything,  in  slightly  better  condition  than  those  of  type  1.  Their 
expanded  titulature  dates  them  to  some  time  after  109  b.c. 

Type  3. 

The  assumption  of  the  tiara,  a  hitherto  unprecedented  form  of  head-dress 
cannot  be  assigned  to  any  particular  year,  but  c.  100  b.c.  seems  possible  judging  by 
the  relative  frequency  with  which  types  2  and  3  normally  occur.  The  two  drachms 
from  the  hoard  are  definitely  better  preserved  than  those  of  the  previous  types. 

Type  4. 

Because  of  the  obvious  similarity  of  the  obverse  portrait  of  type  3  to  that  of  this 
type,  the  latter  is  generally  ascribed  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Mithradates  II.  There 
is  no  concrete  evidence  in  favour  of  this  theory.  However,  the  continued  employment 
of  the  title  ‘king  of  kings’,  hereafter  abandoned  on  Arsacid  coins  until  about  55  b.c. 
(under  Orodes  II)  accords  with  a  position  for  type  4  adjacent  in  the  series  to  the 
other  preceding  groups  of  Mithradates  II. 

We  know  from  further  cuneiform  tablets  that  another  prince  was  ruling  in 
Babylon  some  years  before  the  death  of  Mithradates,  c.  88  b.c.  It  may  have  been  in 
an  attempt  to  rally  Greek  support  to  his  cause  that  the  old  king  now  called  himself 
‘philhellene’  on  these  coins.  The  examples  from  the  hoard  are  about  as  worn  as 
those  of  type  3. 
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Type  5, 

In  B.M.C.  Parthia  this  class  is  assigned  to  an  Artabanus  II,  c.  88-77  b.c.  Wroth 
based  himself  on  an  ingenious,  but  in  the  upshot,  unfounded  emendation  by  the 
nineteenth  century  German  scholar  Gutschmid.  Since  1903,  some  cuneiform  tablets, 
first  published  in  the  1880’s,  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  numismatists.  As 
a  result  we  now  know  that  the  names  of  the  two  successors  of  Mithradates  II  were 
Gotarzes  (I)  and  Orodes  (I).  The  exact  readings  of  the  tablets  concerned  has  recently 
been  called  in  question  by  Prof.  A.  Simonetta  ( Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1966,  19)  so 
it  is  unwise  to  rely  too  closely  on  the  dates  given  in  cuneiform.  For  type  5,  c.  90-80 
B.c.  and  an  attribution  to  Gotarzes  I  is  accordingly  proposed  (see  Numismatic 
Chronicle ,  1962,  78). 

Since  this  was  the  most  numerous  type  appearing  in  the  hoard,  the  occurrence 
of  several  varieties  is  not  unexpected.  However,  5a  and  5b,  with  complete  mint  names 
in  the  legend,  are  very  rare.  I  know  of  about  half  a  dozen  from  Margiane  (present 
day  Merv  in  Russia),  while  only  one  other  of  Nisaia  (probably  Nisa,  near  Ashkhabad, 
also  now  in  Russia)  has  been  published  before  (see  Copenhagen  Sylloge ,  Parthia- 
India,  63).  The  presence  of  such  coins  proves  that  the  hoard  had  not  been  examined 
for  unusual  types  and  that  the  fifty-seven  specimens  we  are  discussing  are  to  be 
regarded  as  representative  of  the  find  as  a  whole.  Stylistically,  5c,  with  the  irregular 
orientation  of  the  last  two  words  of  the  legend,  is  also  linked  with  the  eastern  mints 
of  Gotarzes  I,  such  as  Margiane  or  Traxiane  (a  province  of  imprecise  location). 

In  condition  the  drachms  of  this  type  varied  from  fine  to  extremely  fine,  an 
indication  that  they  had  been  struck  over  a  period  of  some  years. 

Type  6. 

The  attributions  of  von  Petrowicz  (in  his  Ar sadden- Muenzen)  generally  differed 
widely  from  those  given  by  Wroth  (in  B.M.C.  Parthia ).  However,  both  scholars 
were  in  agreement  that  type  6  represents  the  issues  of  Sinatruces.  This  octogenarian 
prince  had  been  in  exile  among  Scythian  nomads,  who  were  afterwards  instrumental 
in  placing  him  on  the  Parthian  throne.  Both  Wroth  and  von  Petrowicz  emphasised 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  portrait  of  type  6  was  that  of  an  aged  man.  This  I  believe 
to  have  been  a  subjective  rationalisation  introduced  by  them  to  support  an  attribution 
on  which  they  had  already  decided  for  other  reasons.  In  fact  the  more  competent 
die  engravers  habitually  depicted  a  ruler  who  looks  no  older  than  forty  (e.g.  6b). 

On  purely  numismatic  grounds,  there  is  no  doubt  that  types  5  and  6  are  closely 
allied.  For  example,  we  find  demonstrable  engraver  continuity  between  them. 
From  cuneiform  evidence  we  learn,  in  addition,  that  the  following  monarch  was 
named  Orodes  (I)  and  so  I  have  suggested  ( Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1962,  80)  that  he 
was  responsible  for  the  striking  of  type  6.  More  recently  still,  M.  G.  le  Rider  has 
challenged  my  theory.  In  his  vast  volume  (Suse  sous  les  Seleucides  et  les  Parthes\  this 
eminent  numismatist  has  reviewed  the  coin  finds  of  the  two  dynasties,  disinterred 
by  French  archeologists  during  more  than  half  a  century’s  work  at  the  ancient  city 
of  Susa.  With  admirable  ingenuity  he  shows  that  the  local  copper  currency  under  the 
Arsacids  altered  its  reverse  designs  annually.  On  this  basis  he  has  proposed  a  sequence 
of  attributions  more  or  less  the  same  as  those  of  Wroth  and,  in  particular,  accepting 
Wroth’s  Sinatruces  coins.  Still,  le  Rider’s  sequence  also  entails  a  transference  of  one 
large  group  of  drachms  from  before  the  reign  of  Orodes  II  until  after  it  (i.e.  from 
c.  58  b.c.  to  c.  38  b.c.),  a  hypothesis  put  forward  by  Prof.  A.  Simonetta  ( Congres 
Internationale  de  Numismatique ,  1953,  116).  I  have  argued  ( Numismatic  Chronicle , 
1965,  129)  that  this  would  be  incompatible  with  other  numismatic  evidence  and  have 
also  shown  (Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular ,  1967,  293)  how  the  Susa  issues  can  be 
put  in  an  order  that  does  not  conflict  with  the  ascription  of  type  6  to  Orodes  I.  So,

while  admitting  that  I  have  no  absolute  proof  for  it,  I  am  continuing  to  stick  by  my 
theory,  dating  this  type  to  c.  80-77  b.c. 

The  type  6  coins  from  the  hoard  are  in  much  the  same  average  condition  as  those 
of  the  previous  class  and  it  is  not  possible  to  decide  an  order  of  issue  on  this  criterion 
alone.  The  number  found  is  perhaps  less  (compared  with  that  of  type  5)  than  one 
would  anticipate  from  the  fact  that,  in  general,  they  are  about  equally  common. 
However,  the  hoard  total  is  really  too  small  for  viable  statistical  conclusions  to  be 
drawn. 

The  three  specimens  of  6a,  with  the  irregularly  oriented  legend,  are  of  slightly 
barbarous  obverse  style.  Although  I  have  examined  some  hundreds  of  drachms  of 
type  6,  I  have  not  come  across  such  an  aberration  before.  In  view  of  the  analogies 
noted  when  discussing  type  5,  we  may  assume  that  this  variety  was  struck  at  a  mint 
in  eastern  Iran. 

The  single  example  of  6b  is  also  a  rarity.  Two  described  by  von  Petrowicz,  and 
a  further  one  (pierced)  in  my  own  collection  bring  the  number  up  to  four,  all  that  I 
am  aware  of.  The  illustrated  Petrowicz  specimen,  the  pierced  coin  and  the  hoard 
one  are  all  from  the  same  obverse  die.  The  tiara  of  6b,  with  its  central  lys  symbol  sur¬ 
rounded  by  four  rows  of  pearls,  can  convincingly  be  compared  with  only  one  other 
found  on  Arsacid  coins.  These  were  tentatively,  but  I  believe  correctly,  assigned  by 
Wroth  ( B.M.C .  Parthia ,  54,  90)  to  Phraates  III,  and  mostly  have  an  ‘anchor’symbol 
behind  the  obverse  head.  The  usual  identification  of  the  symbol  with  that  occurring 
regularly  on  coins  of  Elymais,  has  caused  the  Arsacid  issues  to  be  ascribed  to  Susa, 
the  chief  city  of  that  territory.  No  such  silver  drachms  having  been  dug  up  at  Susa, 
le  Rider  has  questioned  the  theory;  nevertheless,  the  corresponding  bronze  coinage 
was  represented  in  the  excavation  finds,  so  his  doubts  are  not  wholly  justified.  Again 
then,  with  due  reserves,  we  may  conclude  that  the  type  6b  coin  portrays  the  king 
wearing  the  tiara  of  Elymais. 

Type  7. 

The  tiara,  with  ‘stag’  decorations,  worn  by  the  royal  bust  of  this  class  is  of  a  new7 
style,  also  found  on  a  second  series  of  drachms  {B.M.C.  Parthia ,  47,  28).  Both  are 
attributed  by  Wroth  to  Phraates  III  (type  7,  however,  only  with  a  query).  Now  the 
type  7  drachms  are  the  last  major  Arsacid  issue  to  have  no  monogram  on  the  reverse. 
I  agree  with  de  la  Fiiye  {Revue  Numismatique ,  1904,  348)  that  type  7  must  therefore 
have  been  struck  before  the  other  issues  of  Phraates  III,  which  always  do  have  them. 
We  also  know  that,  surprisingly  for  a  Parthian,  Phraates  succeeded  peacefully  to  his 
father,  Sinatruces.  It  is  an  obvious  step,  therefore,  to  transfer  type  7  to  Sinatruces, 
so  that  father  and  son  both  wear  the  same  tiara.  Such  a  theory  is  consonant  with  the 
evidence  from  Susa. 

The  fact  that  the  present  hoard  (as  far  as  we  know)  contained  no  drachms  with 
monograms,  is  a  weighty  point  in  favour  of  the  attribution  of  type  7  to  some  date 
before  Phraates’  main  coinages.  With  Wroth,  I  believe  these  to  have  portrayed  the 
prince  first  bare-headed  and,  then,  in  the  ‘stag’  tiara.  It  would,  indeed,  be  surprising 
to  find  that  Phraates’  issues  showed  him  with  the  ‘stag’  tiara  to  start  with,  then  dia¬ 
demed  only  and,  finally,  wearing  the  same  head-dress  again.  On  these  grounds  too, 
the  attribution  of  type  7  to  Sinatruces  is  plausible.  In  fairness,  I  must  point  out  that 
the  ‘anchor’  drachms  mentioned  when  discussing  type  6  above,  are,  in  my  view,  the 
earliest  issues  of  Phraates,  struck  perhaps  when  he  was  acting  as  sub-king  for  his 
father;  but  although  on  these  Phraates  is  also  dressed  in  a  tiara,  its  ornaments  are 
quite  different  from  those  of  type  7,  so  my  argument  is  not  so  inconsistent  as  it 
might  appear. 

The  average  condition  of  the  hoard  coins  of  this  type  was  the  same  as  that  of 
types  5  and  6,  about  very  fine.  However,  the  ‘spread’  of  condition  was  a  little  less 
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than  for  the  other  two,  which  may  accordingly  have  circulated  as  classes  for  a  longer 
period.  If  I  am  right  in  ascribing  type  7  to  Sinatruces,  then  its  dates  are  c.  77-70  b.c. 
and  the  hoard  was  buried  at  about  the  latter  date. 

Finally  we  notice  that  the  penultimate  word  of  the  legend  of  type  7  was  habitually 
mis-spelt  as  0EOTIATPOY.  I  have  observed  that  those  coins  where  it  correctly 
reads  OEOIIATOPOE  (as  with  7a),  are  always  from  dies  by  an  engraver  who,  on 
later  issues,  worked  mainly  for  the  ‘A’ — monogram  mint.  This  is  probably  Ecbatana, 
the  chief  drachm  mint  and  no  doubt  the  one  where  more  attention  would  be  paid  to 
orthography.  It  is,  in  addition,  likely  that  the  drachms  with  the  error,  forming  by  far 
the  majority  of  type  7,  are  from  mints  further  east;  this  agrees  well  enough  with 
Sinatruces’  rise  to  power  amongst  the  tribes  in  that  part  of  Iran. 

Conclusions. 

The  small  collection  of  drachms  with  which  we  have  been  dealing  appears,  from 
the  rarities  contained  in  it,  to  have  formed  a  representative  part  of  a  hoard.  The 
date  of  interment  was  about  70  b.c.  if  my  attributions  are  accepted.  In  support  of  these, 
the  presence  of  type  7  coins  indicates  that  they  were  struck  before  any  of  the  other 
issues  assigned  by  Wroth  to  Phraates  III  and  so  they  could  well  be  part  of  the 
coinage  of  Sinatruces.  The  relatively  high  proportion  of  specimens  known  (or 
assumed)  to  have  been  struck  in  eastern  Iran  implies  that  the  hoard  was  buried  there. 

In  addition  to  those  mentioned  at  the  beginning  of  this  article,  we  ought  also  to 
express  our  gratitude  to  the  unknown  Iranian  who  put  the  hoard  underground  for 
his  posterity  to  discover. 


SOME  RECENT 

EXPERIMENTS  IN  COIN  PHOTOGRAPHY.

In  September,  1957,  I  wrote  an  article  for  the  Bulletin  describing  the  techniques 
I  used  for  photographing  coins.  These  have  not  changed  materially  over  the  years 
and  anyone  starting  out.  in  this  interesting  adjunct  to  numismatics  would  find  me 
making  essentially  the  same  recommendations  now  as  I  did  then. 

I  know  that  the  35  mm.  camera  is  so  much  more  developed  now  than  in  1957  but 
the  basic  rules  governing  close-up  photography  always  apply,  and  now  that  Kodak 
have  given  up  the  manufacture  of  certain  types  of  plates  (my  favourite  one  among 
them!)  I  am  glad  that  my  two  years  of  experimenting  with  the  use  of  Polaroid  film 
for  photographing  coins  have  matured  at  the  right  time. 

I  am  so  enthusiastic  about  the  consistently  high  quality  obtainable  on  Polaroid 
film  (the  fact  that  there  is  no  negative  is  of  relatively  minor  importance),  that  the 
whole  of  the  last  six  Bulletin  plates  have  been  made  by  this  method.  Its  chief  virtue, 
from  my  point  of  view  is  an  elimination  of  a  whole  week-end  of  darkroom  work 
once  a  month,  the  coins  being  photographed  in  the  comfort  of  my  lounge  over  a 
couple  of  evenings  during  the  week.  For  this  alone  my  family  are  eternally  grateful. 

The  object  of  this  article  is  to  describe  the  steps  taken  during  my  experiments  and 
I  hope  to  give  a  detailed  enough  description  to  allow  anybody  who  has  a  mind  for 
some  carpentry  and  simple  optics  to  make  up  such  a  camera. 

The  Polaroid  process,  developed  by  Dr.  Land  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  U.S.A., 
shortly  after  the  war,  works  as  follows.  After  the  exposure  has  been  made  a  paper  tab 
is  pulled  bringing  what  will  be  the  finished  print  in  contact  with  the  negative.  The 
two  are  then  pulled  through  steel  rollers  which  break  a  paper  pod  containing  the 
chemicals  and  spreads  them  evenly  between  the  positive  and  negative  which  then 
proceed  to  develop  rapidly  and  simultaneously.  After  approximately  fifteen  seconds 
the  finished  print  is  peeled  off  the  negative  which  is  discarded. 
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Polaroid  themselves  make  two  cameras  both  capable  of  photographing  coins.  One 
costing  about  £200,  and  originally  developed  for  dentistry,  has  a  circular  ring  flash 
round  the  lens  and  although  capable  of  making  excellent  prints  of  dark  or  dull  coins 
makes  a  very  poor  photograph  of  modern  or  shiny  coins;  besides  which  there  is  no 
way  of  varying  the  intensity  of  the  flash  or  the  exposure.  The  other  camera,  costing 
nearly  twice  as  much,  is  eminently  suitable  for  this  kind  of  work  but  is  rather  too 
versatile  for  merely  photographing  coins  and  would  be  very  expensive  to  run  other 
than  on  fully  commercial  lines.  Its  weight  and  bulk  do  not  make  it  very  portable. 

What  I  felt  I  was  aiming  at  was  a  camera  (a)  capable  of  giving  prints  suitable  for 
reproduction,  (b)  a  built-in,  adjustable  light  source  making  the  camera  completely 
independent  of  surrounding  lighting  conditions  and  therefore  portable,  (c)  giving  an 
exact,  set,  same  size  picture  without  the  need  for  focussing  before  each  exposure. 

I  decided  to  base  my  experiments  on  the  cheapest  Polaroid  camera  capable  of 
taking  the  T07’  magazine  containing  eight  flat  exposures.  Although  every  effort  was 
made  to  utilize  the  electromagnetic  shutter,  which  can  sense  whether  a  light  or  a 
dark  coin  is  being  photographed  and  which  alters  the  exposure  accordingly,  the 
quality  of  picture  obtainable  using  extreme  close-up  lenses  was  unsatisfactory.  Apart 
from  some  loss  of  definition  at  the  edges  of  the  picture  the  chief  difficulty  was  one  of 
obtaining  a  1/1  same  size  picture.  Literally  a  millimetre  above  or  below  the  optimum 
made  the  picture  obviously  too  large  or  too  small. 

The  answer  lay  in  removing  the  lens  assembly  completely  and  fixing  in  its  place 
another  lens.  The  bellows  will  extend  for  about  6  in.  on  the  camera  and  it  seemed  a 
shame  not  to  use  them,  so  bearing  in  mind  the  optical  requirement  for  a  1/1  picture 
I  purchased  a  good  quality  3  in.  lens  in  shutter  from  Brunnings,  High  Holborn,  who 
specialise  in  second-hand  optical  equipment.  “One  to  one”  is  achieved  when  a  lens  is 
used  at  twice  its  focal  length,  i.e.  a  3  in.  lens  used  at  6  in.,  and  the  object  to  be  photo¬ 
graphed  placed  at  6  in.  from  the  lens. 

All  my  future  experiments  were  carried  out  using  a  piece  of  acid  etched  or  ground 
glass  lightly  glued  in  the  film  plane  and  using  a  6  in.  plastic  ruler  cut  in  half,  one  half 
laying  on  the  glass  and  the  other  half  laid  on  a  piece  of  white  card  propped  up  at 
approximately  6  in.  below  the  lens. 

In  this  way  I  was  able  to  see  the  quality  and,  most  important,  the  scale  of  the 
image  on  the  glass,  although  I  did  not  realise  at  this  time  just  how  much  trouble  I 
should  have  in  permanently  fixing  the  lens  in  this  desired  position  to  give  ‘one  to  one’. 
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The  new  lens  should  be  mounted  on  a  piece  of  ]  in.  thick  plywood  or  mahogany 
cut  rather  larger  than  the  width  of  the  picture  (at  least  6  in.  by  4  in.),  and  the  whole 
new  front  glued  and  screwed  onto  the  original  mount  which  held  the  Polaroid  lens. 

After  trying  out  various  ways  of  mounting  the  camera  I  settled  on  the  following 
method.  I  first  made  a  ‘shell’  and  secured  the  camera  and  bellows  through  a  hole 
cut  very  slightly  larger  than  the  picture  size  (Fig.  1).  It  is  essential  to  surround  the 
hole  with  1  in.  square  hardwood  and  mount  the  camera  on  this,  otherwise  there 
will  be  difficulty  in  pulling  the  paper  tabs  when  it  comes  to  operating  the  camera. 

By  far  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  operation  is  securing  the  lens  into  a  position 
which  will  give  a  true  1/1  picture.  With  the  use  of  another  pair  of  hands  and  an  angle- 
poise  table  lamp  to  direct  light  in  the  right  direction,  the  lens  and  the  piece  of  plastic 
ruler  below  it  can  be  moved  up  and  down  until  a  1/1  picture  is  seen  in  the  ground 
glass  screen,  and  their  positions  marked  on  the  side  of  the  box.  By  inserting  two 
‘spacers’  (Fig.  2)  the  lens  mount  can  be  secured  in  the  desired  position.  It  is  better  to 
cut  them  out  slightly  on  the  short  side  as  even  glue  takes  up  space,  so  when  they  are 
inserted  ‘dry’  the  picture  should  appear  fractionally  on  the  small  side,  (say  about 
1  mm.  short  in  30  mm.). 

Not  only  must  the  lens  board  be  in  precisely  the  correct  position  when  glued  up 
but  it  must  be  parallel  both  to  the  film  plane  and  to  the  ‘table’  which  will  be 
constructed  below,  otherwise  distortion  of  the  picture  will  occur. 

Even  being  used  at  such  a  short  distance  as  6  in.  a  3  in.  focal  length  lens  is  capable 
of  giving  a  considerable  depth  of  focus,  but  there  is  only  one  position  in  which  it  will 
give  a  natural  size  picture,  one  that’s  the  right  one.  The  table  must  also  be  constructed 
with  great  care  and  a  rim  made  to  the  table  the  top  of  which  is  the  actual  point  of  11. 
(Fig.  3). 

The  quarter  of  an  inch  or  so  between  the  flat  top  of  the  table  and  the  top  of  the 
guide  rim  will  enable  most  coins  to  be  photographed,  the  thinner  ones  being  raised 
by  means  of  pieces  of  formica  cut  to  the  picture  size.  Two  of  these  are  ample,  one 
white  and  one  black,  so  that  the  background  can  be  changed.  Remember,  however,  that 
as  the  top  of  the  table  is  about  ^  in.  below  the  line  of  1/1  it  will  appear  quite  a  bit 
smaller  in  the  ground  glass,  but  by  the  time  the  formica  spacers  are  used  to  bring  the 
tops  of  the  coins  level  with  the  rim  the  whole  picture  area  should  be  filled. 


My  first  experiments  with  lighting  were  carried  out  using  a  275  watt  Photofiood 
bulb  but  the  heat  generated  by  this  kind  of  light  proved  too  great  both  for  the  operator 
and  for  the  camera  bellows,  which  began  to  come  apart  at  the  seams.  After  a  great 
deal  of  trial  and  error,  using  first  one  lamp,  then  two,  I  found  that  the  most  satisfactory 
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lighting  was  obtained  from  two  75  watt  Phillips  Photocrescenta  lamps  wired  in  series 
through  a  100  watt,  500  ohm  variable  resister.  The  resistor  is  in  fact  being  slightly 
overloaded  at  150  watts  but  providing  the  lights  are  at  full  power,  and  only  dimmed 
long  enough  to  take  the  picture,  it  will  nor  overheat. 

The  quality  of  the  picture  obtained  in  my  early  trials  was  not  good,  the  pictures 
looking  as  if  some  stray  light  was  entering  somewhere.  Careful  checking  revealed  this 
was  not  the  case,  and  it  was  almost  by  accident  I  discovered  that  the  white-wood  base 
of  the  box  was  causing  a  ‘flare’  inside  the  bellows.  With  the  bottom  of  the  box,  the 
underside  of  the  lens  mount,  and  the  whole  of  the  back  behind  the  ‘table’  painted 
matt  black,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  inside  painted  white  the  picture  quality  exceeded 
all  my  expectations. 

A  great  deal  of  experimenting  still  remained  to  get  the  shutter  and  ‘f  ’  stop,  or  iris, 
working  at  a  satisfactory  combination.  It  required  a  stop  of /II  to  entirely  eliminate 
cut-off  at  the  extreme  edges  of  the  picture,  and  as  I  wanted  to  alter  the  exposure  by 
means  of  the  lighting  I  turned  the  lamps  down  by  about  a  fifth  and  proceeded  to 
photograph  a  coin  which  was  neither  very  bright  or  very  dark  and  to  run  through 
the  whole  range  of  exposures  from  1  second  upwards.  At  1/100  second  the  picture 
was  perfect.  Darker  coins  could  be  photographed  by  turning  the  lamp  up  and  vice 
versa.  If  a  really  black  coin  proved  obstinate,  it  was  possible  to  give  it  two  or  three 
separate  exposures  with  the  lamps  full  on. 

For  those  unused  to  Polaroid  film  and  who  have  some  knowledge  of  normal  film 
speeds,  the  exposure  time  (1/100  at/1 1)  will  seem  incredibly  short.  This  is  due  to  the 
almost  unbelievable  speed  of  Polaroid  107  film  which  is  3(X)0  A.S.A.  (this  compares 
to  A.S.A.  40  for  Panatomic  X,  the  most  popular  fine  grain,  high  contrast,  roll  and 
35  mm.  film). 

One  tiling  which  will  be  noted  when  operating  the  camera  is  that  although  slight, 
it  does  give  an  uneven  light,  the  lightest  part  of  the  picture  being  at  the  front  nearest 
the  light  source  and  the  darkest  at  the  back.  This  is  essential  if  photographs  of  really 
good  contrast  and  image  colour  are  required.  On  some  coins  the  drop  in  lighting  will 
be  unnoticeable  but  try  putting  a  piece  of  white  card  behind  a  modern  shiny  coin  and 
the  picture  almost  disappears ! 

It  is  better  to  put  darker  coins  at  the  front  and  brighter  coins  at  the  back  in  order 
to  compensate  for  the  drop  in  light.  Alternatively  make  one  exposure,  cover  half  the 
coins  with  a  piece  of  black  card  and  make  another  exposure.  Another  trick  when 
both  obverse  and  reverse  of  the  same  coin  is  required  on  the  same  print  is  to  double 
expose,  i.e.,  to  photograph  first  the  obverse  on  one  end  of  the  table,  then  turn  the 
coin  over,  position  at  the  ocher  end  of  the  table,  and  made  a  second  exposure  of  the 
reverse.  Providing  the  coin  requires  the  minimum  of  light  and  is  photographed  on  a 
black  background  the  head  and  tail  of  the  same  coin  will  come  out  on  the  same  print. 

Coin  clubs  in  particular  should  be  able  to  get  several  members  to  get  together  to 
construct  a  camera  which  would  be  useful  both  in  assisting  in  display  work  and  in 
recording  rare  coins  in  local  museums  and  collections. 

Museums  also  would  benefit  from  having  a  camera  always  available  for  photo¬ 
graphing  rare  and  interesting  coins  which  are  brought  in.  Its  chief  virtue  is  that  if  an 
error  in  exposure  has  been  made,  this  is  discovered  inside  twenty  seconds  and  can  be 
put  right  at  once,  an  important  feature  if  one  is  photographing  coins  far  from 
home  and  which  it  would  be  difficult  and  expensive  to  rectify  by  normal  methods  if 
mistakes  are  made. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a  great  deal  of  time  and  patience  is  needed  to  discover  and 
utilise  the  full  potential  of  a  camera  such  as  this.  It  may  not  be  the  most  ideal  arrange¬ 
ment  or  indeed  the  cheapest  way  to  photograph  coins,  but  carefully  made  and 
operated  it  will  produce  pictures  of  consistently  high  quality  and  should  give  many 
years  of  useful  service.

As  the  above  list  of  works  illustrate,  Merlen  seldom  worked  on  the  main  device 

of  the  Obverse  dies  for  the  English  coinage,  coins  2B  ( ?)  and  4  being  the  only 
exceptions.  Whilst  he  may  not  have  been  responsible  for  the  main  Obverse  device, 
however,  Merlen  was  almost  certainly  responsible  for  the  lettering  of  the  Obverse

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legend.  This  can  be  assumed  for  two  reasons :  first  it  was  part  of  the  Second  Engraver’s 
duties  to  engrave  the  letters  for  the  Obverse  die,  and  second,  as  has  been  shown 
earlier,  Merlen  and  Wyon  occasionally  had  differences  over  this  function.  All  the 
Obverses  produced  for  the  English  coinage  between  1827  and  1844,  therefore,  most 
probably  had  the  letters  engraved  by  Merlen,  although  William  Wyon  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  Royal  Effigy.  In  the  case  of  the  Double  Sovereign  of  1823  which  has  the 
Obverse  engraved  by  Merlen,  the  date  engraved  on  Pistrucci’s  Reverse  is  almost 
certainly  the  work  of  Merlen  as  well.  It  is  also  more  than  likely  that  Merlen  was 
responsible  for  the  Obverse  lettering  on  the  English  coinage  between  1820  and  1827, 
and  for  the  obverse  lettering  and  date  on  the  Reverse  of  the  Crown  of  1821-1823, 
and  the  Sovereign  of  1821-1825. 

There  is  some  inconsistency  in  the  Royal  Mint’s  attribution  of  the  Britannia 
Reverse  type  on  the  copper  penny,  halfpenny  and  farthings  of  George  IV,  William 
IV  and  Queen  Victoria.  For  the  coinage  of  George  IV  and  William  IV,  William 
Wyon  is  described  as  modeller  and  engraver  for  both  Obverse  and  Reverse  designs 
in  a  Royal  Mint  accessions  book.  Under  Queen  Victoria,  however,  Merlen  is  described 
as  modeller  and  engraver  of  the  Britannia  Reverse  for  the  penny,  halfpenny  and 
farthing.  Hocking’s  catalogue  is  a  little  vague  on  this  issue,  and  if  the  information 
given  in  the  general  notice  at  the  beginning  of  each  reign  means  what  it  says,  he 
contradicts  the  Mint  Museum  accessions  book  I  examined.  Speaking  of  the  coinage 
of  William  IV,  Hocking  says : 

“The  reverse  dies  were  by  J.  B.  Merlen.” 

I  doubt  very  much  if  the  Mint  Museum  accessions  book  entries  are  wrong,  but  at 
the  same  time  I  can  see  no  reason  for  the  sudden  change  in  engravers,  apart  from 
the  fact  that  the  engraving  of  the  reverse  device  was  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Second 
Engraver.  In  which  case,  therefore,  William  Wyon  should  not  have  engraved  the 
design  in  the  first  place  because  Merlen  had  in  fact  exercised  most  of  the  duties  of 
Second  Engraver  from  the  time  he  entered  the  service  of  the  Mint  in  February,  1820. 
Merlen  almost  certainly  engraved  the  letters,  and  I  suspect  that  this  apparent 
inconsistency  in  attribution  by  the  accessions  book  is  probably  the  reason  Hocking 
is  not  more  specific  in  ascribing  this  reverse  type  to  either  Merlen  or  Wyon. 

The  Half  and  Third  Farthing  reverse  are  attributed  to  William  Wyon  by  a  Mint 
Museum  accessions  book,  and  Hocking  for  the  reigns  of  George  IV  and  William  IV. 
The  design  of  the  Half  Farthing  was  changed  on  the  accession  of  Queen  Victoria, 
and  like  the  Quarter  Farthing  reverse  it  is  the  work  of  Merlen.  The  Third  Farthing 
reverse  type  was  retained,  but  the  Britannia  design  is  now  attributed  to  Merlen  in 
the  accessions  book.  Hocking,  however,  still  attributes  the  design  to  William  Wyon. 
The  Britannia  Groat  reverse  follows  a  similar  pattern  to  the  penny,  halfpenny  and 
farthing.  In  1836  it  is  attributed  to  William  Wyon  by  a  Mint  accessions  book  under 
the  reign  of  William  IV,  but  two  years  later  under  Queen  Victoria  it  is  attributed  to 
Merlen. 

During  his  period  of  employment  by  the  Royal  Mint,  Merlen  produced  designs 
of  a  standard  seldom  equalled  by  other  engravers.  The  Young  Head  types  of  Queen 
Victoria  are  a  good  example  of  how  other  engravers  could  not  attain  the  same  high 
degree  of  workmanship  of  Merlen,  and  the  Halfcrown  reverse  provides  a  good  example 
of  this  if  coins  dated  1840  and  1875  are  compared.  The  Sixpence  follows  a  similar 
pattern.  As  far  as  coin  designs  are  concerned  his  influence  has  been  substantial  and 
lasting.  T  he  Maundy  reverses  of  to-day  have  changed  little  since  1822  when  Merlen 
modified  the  old  design,  and  the  “crowned  value  in  wreath”  sixpence  type  remained 
in  constant  use  (except  for  the  “Withdrawn”  issue  of  1887)  from  1830  to  1910,  with 
only  a  few  alterations  being  made  by  subsequent  engravers.  The  “Lion”  shilling  type 
of  1825-1830  re-appeared  in  1902  when  G.  W.  DeSaulles  produced  his  fine  adaptation 
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of  the  design  for  use  on  the  Shillings  of  Edward  VII.  In  1911,  using  the  DeSaulles 
design,  Royal  Mint  engravers  adapted  it  for  use  on  the  sixpence  as  well,  and  from 
1911  to  1927  this  design  appeared  on  both  coins.  There  has  been  no  repetition  of  the 
intricate  designs  produced  by  Merlen  from  the  Crowns  of  1825-1831,  partly  because 
of  the  wide  scope  in  design  afforded  this  coin,  and  also  as  a  result  of  its  decline  after 
1901  as  a  currency  piece.  Merlen’s  shield  reverse  on  the  Sovereign  was  discontinued 
at  the  Royal  Mint  in  1874  and  in  1887  at  the  Branch  Mints  in  Melbourne  and  Sydney. 
His  Half  Sovereign  reverse  was  modified  in  1887  and  discontinued  in  1893,  when 
Pistrucci’s  St.  George  reverse  was  used — as  it  has  been  used  on  all  English  gold 
coins  since  that  date. 

As  so  many  people  have  pointed  out,  adaptations  of  Merlen’s  designs  produced 
in  the  time  of  George  IV  and  William  IV  will  continue  to  be  seen  after  1971  on  the 
Half  New  Penny  and  Ten  New  Penny  decimal  coins.  In  1804  Merlen  seems  to  have 
appeared  from  obscurity  and  forty  years  later  in  1844  returned  to  obscurity,  leaving 
behind  him,  to  quote  from  his  memorial  of  2nd  May,  1844,  a  level  of  work: 

“which  will  serve  as  a  model  for  my  successors.” 
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TWO  SCOTTISH  SPECIAL  CONSTABULARY 
MEDALS  OF  THE  FIRST  WORLD  WAR.

“The  Organization  &  History  of  the  Greenock  Police  Force”  issued  from  the 
office  of  the  Chief  Constable  of  the  Burgh  in  1961  states  that  fifty  special  constables 
were  enrolled  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  World  War.  A  further  three  hundred  were 
recruited,  but  these  were  released  in  1915.  To  commemorate  their  service  a  silver 
medal  was  granted  to  each  man.  This  medal  bears  on  the  obverse  the  burgh  arms, 
within  a  ring  inscribed  “burgh  of  greenock”,  and  on  the  reverse  a  laurel  wreath 
and  the  words  “greenock  special  constable”  with  a  segment-shaped  scroll  upon 
which  the  name,  and  in  some  cases  the  number,  of  the  recipient  is  engraved.  The 
medal  is  suspended  by  a  “khedive  blue”  ribbon,  J  in.  wide,  from  a  bar  inscribed 
“2  years”  or  “3  years”  according  to  the  length  of  the  recipient’s  service.1  The  medal, 
is  hall-marked,  the  date-letter  being  the  Glasgow  one  for  1919/20,  and  it  was  issued 
in  a  case  bearing  the  name  of  the  maker,  Edward,  of  92  Buchanan  Street,  Glasgow.2 
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The  second  medal  is  that  given  to  members  of  the  Renfrew  Special  Constabulary. 
This  is  also  of  silver,  hall-marked,  and  on  the  obverse  bears  the  Burgh  arms  with  the 
name  of  the  force  on  a  blue  enamel  background  round  the  edge.  The  reverse  is 
inscribed:  “Presented  to  .  .  .  For  Services  Rendered,  1919”.  The  medal  is  one 
inch  in  diameter,  and  is  intended  as  a  souvenir  or  watch-chain  piece,  being  provided 
with  a  plain  ring  for  suspension. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  both  these  forces  are  now  included  in  the  Renfrew 
&  Bute  Constabulary,  these  two  forces  being  amalgamated  in  1949  together  with 
those  in  the  islands  of  Arran  and  Cumbrae.  In  1967  the  Burgh  Police  Forces  of 
Greenock  and  Paisley  were  incorporated,  the  name  of  the  combined  force  remaining 
unchanged.

♦  THE  AGE  OF  REASON. 

An  exhibition  at  the  Central  Library,  Norwich,  to  commemorate  the  175th 
anniversary  of  the  English  publication  of  Thomas  Paine’s  The  Age  of  Reason  was 
opened  on  June  7th,  1969,  by  Dr.  Howard  Temperley,  Senior  Lecturer  in  American 
History  at  the  University  of  East  Anglia.  Dr.  Temperley  gave  an  able  and  informative 
address  dealing  with  the  life  and  works  of  Thomas  Paine,  both  as  a  scientist  and  a 
political  writer,  and  Christopher  Brunei,  A.R.P.S.,  chairman  of  the  Thomas  Paine 
Society,  read  aloud  numerous  messages  of  good  will  from  members  unable  to  be 
present,  including  Bertrand  Russell  and  Colonel  Richard  Gimble,  U.S.A.F.  (Retired). 

The  exhibits  consisted  of  rare  and  interesting  pamphlets,  cartoons,  prints  and 
manuscripts,  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Bell,  the  author  of  several  books  on  18th  and  19th 
century  tokens,  travelled  down  from  Newcastle  to  bring  an  exhibit  of  rare  tokens  and 
other  Paine  material.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Indo-Greek  Coins.  With  reference  to  recently  published  book  Coin  Types  of  the  Indo- 
Greeks ,  by  A.  K.  Narain  (Benares,  India),  1968,  publishers  Argonaut,  Chicago — the  following 
criticism  seems  justified.  A  great  deal  of  very  scholarly  effort  has  been  partially  nullified  by  the 
almost  complete  absence  of  pedestrian  but  essential  details  of  the  individual  coins  referred  to, 
namely,  the  denomination,  size  and  approximate  weight,  although  the  shape  is  referred  to 
(often  square).  Size  and  approximate  weight  are  essential  to  tie  down  a  coin  seen  to  an  unillus¬ 
trated  list.  These  details  probably  appear  in  the  last  column  references  given,  but  these  are  too 
scattered  and  inaccessible  to  be  useful. — Lancashire  Correspondent. 

Our  Washington  Correspondent  writes:  President  Nixon  today  signed  a  bill  providing 
for  medals  commemorating  the  dedication  of  the  Winston  Churchill  Memorial  at  Fulton, 
Missouri.  The  Treasury  is  to  strike  100,000  silver  and  bronze  duplicates  of  a  gold  medal  which 
will  be  presented  to  Lady  Churchill. —  The  Times,  8th  May,  1969. 

Treasured  Thanks.  Fourteen-year-old  John  Crossland,  who  found  a  hoard  of  45 
sovereigns  and  half-sovereigns  under  the  floorboards  of  his  home,  in  Woodhead  Road,  Tint- 
wistle,  Cheshire,  has  received  a  “thank-you”  cheque  for  £170  from  the  British  Museum.  The 
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coins,  dating  from  1835,  were  sent  to  the  museum  when  they  were  declared  treasure  trove  by 
an  inquest  in  January. — Sun,  Manchester  edition,  9th  Aiay,  1969. 

Manx  Recognise  Irish  Coins.  The  House  of  Keys,  the  Lower  House  of  the  Manx 
Parliament,  decided  yesterday  by  13  votes  to  seven  to  amend  the  definition  of  coins  which  are 
legal  tender  in  the  Isle  of  Man  to  include  those  of  the  Republic  of  Ireland. 

The  House  was  discussing  a  Bill  which  defined,  among  other  things,  coins  that  are  legal 
tender  in  the  island. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House,  Mr.  Charles  Kerruish,  pointed  out  that  Irish  coins  were  currently 
not  legal  tender  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  although  they  were  accepted  by  shopkeepers  and  banks. — 
Irish  Times,  30  April,  1969. 

A  Reward  of  £250  has  been  offered  by  a  Tubney,  near  Abingdon,  man,  for  the  recovery  of 
a  collection  of  valuable  coins  that  were  missed  when  he  returned  home  with  his  wife  early  on 
Sunday  after  going  out  to  dinner. 

Mr.  James  Hainge,  a  company  director,  who  also  has  an  antique  shop  in  South  Parade, 
North  Oxford,  had  about  50  coins  stolen  which  he  values  at  more  than  £1,100.  The  thieves 
had  forced  a  window  to  get  into  his  home,  Andell  House. 

Much  of  his  collection,  which  he  started  last  year  in  connection  with  his  antique  business 
and  as  a  hobby,  was  in  proof  sets. 

The  oldest  individual  coin  was  an  Edward  III  half  noble  dated  about  1300.  Another  was  an 
1847  Gothic  crown,  which  Mr.  Hainge  values  at  about  £100.  He  also  lost  an  1863  farthing 
valued  at  £30. 

The  most  valuable  coin  on  paper  was  a  Henry  VII  sovereign  with  a  catalogue  value  of 
£1,750.  However,  because  it  was  worn,  Mr.  Hainge  estimates  its  value  at  something  over  £350. 

Mr.  Hainge,  who  is  a  director  of  several  property  companies,  said:  “I  am  prepared  to  offer 
a  reward  of  £250  to  anyone  who  can  provide  the  police  with  information  which  leads  to  the 
apprehension  of  the  individuals  who  stole  my  collection,  or  for  the  recovery  of  a  part  or  the  whole 
of  it.” — Oxford  Mail,  14  April,  1969.
